The Line Will be Built for Fifty Miles 
West of Lacombe this Season, and 


There Will be Five Hundred Teams | 


on the Job—Will be Westward from 


Stettler, Through Alix, Poralleling

Calgary.—“I have it on the best of 
authority that there wiil be five hun- 
dred teams at work shortly on the C..- 
nadian Northern branch line from 
Stettler, west to the Brazeau coal 
mines west of Lacombe,” said Hon 
Senator Peter ‘Talbot, of Lacombe, who 
was in the city recently. 

“The line,’ continued Senator Tal- 
bot, ‘‘will be built for fifty miles west 
of Lacombe this season, and the bal- 
ance of the one hundied and twenty 
miles will be completed early in the 
spring. 

The route of the line, according to 
the final location which has been re- 
cently completed, wi.l be westward 
from Stettler through Alix,- parallel- 
ilg the C. P. R. It c.osses the C. & 
Kk. at Lacombe, the survey passing 
across part of the experim ntul farm 
and the farm of Senator Talbot south 
of the town. 

Besides opening up the Brazeau coal 
mines, which are s.id to cou a.n the 
best steam coal in America, the new 
line will give railway facilitiis to a 
large extent of splendid agricultural 
land and will be dssured of a large 
traffic from the day that it is built. 

The C, N. R. purchased the mines 
last year from the German develop- 
ment company and also the charter 
for a railway from Innisfail to the 
mines, but afterwards decided that it 
would be more convenient in order to 
fet the coal for the operation of its 
ines in Alberta, to build through La- 
combe, 

The construction of this line will 
have a very beneficial effect on the 
town of Lacombe.

British Shop Clerks Get Shorter Hours 

London,—Cterks in dry-goods and 
other stores of Englun|, being unskill- 
ed workmen, have no effective unions, 
and have been sweited mercilessly by 
the mercantile class of employers 
They have to work twelve and four- 
teen hours daily, and their wages are 
so scant that they can scarcely make 
both ends meet. 

Winston C..u:chill, secersta y_ for 
home affairs, introduced a bill in par- 
liament to ameliorate the condition of 
clerks. The bill proposes that they 
shall not be worked for more than 
sixty hours weekly, and that they 
shall not be worked affér 8 p.m. on 
}more than ‘three nights a week; that 
they shall have Saturday half holiday 
all the year round, and that there 
shall be no Sunday wo.k exéept in 
(phe os where necessaries of life are 
sold. 

It is probable that the bil will be 
passed without opposition, as the con- 
ditions under which clerks work have 
been an industrial scandal fur years.

It was in the presence of thousands 
of people gathered on the beach here 
that Rolls was dashed to death. He 
fell from the same aeroplane in which 
he made that memorab'e trip from 
Dover to Sangatte and back again.

| PRICE OF WHEAT 18 ADVANCING 
VERY RAPIDLY 


| A Steady Advance for the Past Couple 
| Of Weeks is Reported—Price Jump- 
| ed Eight Cents and Over During 
Last Week, and Indications Point 
to a Further Advance—Iincrease in 
Price of Oats. 


Calgary.—Reports from all over the 
continent of America ind cate that 
} wheat will be king this year, The 
| price of wheat in the big grain ex- 
changes has kept steadily ad, ancing 
for the past couple of weeks, and has 
{now reached the highest price that it 
|has touched for several years, 

On Monday last wheat was quoted 
on the Winnipeg market at $1.08 per 
bushel; on Saturday is was $1.1634, a 
rise of over one cent per day. On 
the previous Friday it was $1.04% 
The end of the rise in price is not yet, 
and at the same rate by next week 
wheat be worth at least $1.25. 
| This means more than dollar wheat 
at Albe.ta points. While the crop in 
| Aiberta this year is short, there is a 
jconsilerable percentage of last year’s 
|crop in the farmers’ granaries, and 
this is a case where it has paid the 
farmers to hold their grain, Last 
year at this dute wheat was quoted 
on the Winnipeg market at 81 cents. 


Oats show a corresponding increase 
jin price, being now quoted at 41%, 


/us compared with 31 cents iast year. 


| that the speculators in wheat, how- 
ever, do not anticipate such a great 
shortage is evidenced by the fact that 
Octob r and December deliviries are 
quoted at eight cents lower than tnat 
for July. 
| Flour has advaneed in the local mar. 
lk ts 20 cents per hundrelweight, al-

‘heap wheat of last year. The price 


}of flour does not appear to be based | 


;at all on the price at which the raw 
| material was purchased, but rises with

FIRST SCCIAL CLUB 


Canada's Earliest Attempt Was In the 
Year 1786 In Montreal. 


The club idea has secured a firm 
hold on Canada, evidenced for exam- 
| ple, in the apartment house, that 
grotesquely new and picturesque phe- 
{momenon of Canadian town life. 
| Montreal, Toronto and Winnipeg have 
| their millionaire clubs—exclusive re- 
sorts of the nouveaux riches; every 
hamlet in the land has some sort of 
: “association,” athletic, literary, scien- 
¥ tific; about them nothing.gilded. This 
club life of Canada is a matter of 
|one hundted and twenty-five years. 
The first social club of this country 
| came into existence in the year 1876 
| at Montreal, although there does not 
seem on the face of it any good rea- 
son why, before that time, a few good 
| fellows could not get together, string 
out a few rules, and call themselves— 
what? Very likely the explanation is 
just this: No common motive happen- 
ed to inspire them to white. Neces- 
sity created the first club. In 1753, 
the Northwest Fur Co. began to send 
| papper out into the wilds, determin- 
ed that they would smash the ‘Great 
Monopoly,” the Hudson Bay Co., 
which had got a royal charter three 
| years before. Now it required a lot 
| of scheming to combat the wily Lords 
of the North. The new traders in pelts 
found that their plans kept them up o’ 
nights. So, sensible men, nineteen 
| of them decided to organize. Quite 
SEprOpE ANY, they styled themselves 
“The Beavers” of the Beaver Club, 
and with admirable aptitude adopted 
as their motto ‘Fortitude in Difficul- 
_ ties.” What menus of entertainment 
the Beavers provided for themselves 
on the cold, blustery nights of a win- 
ter in the New World! Ordinarily 
the man who drops into the National 
| Club, or the Rideau, or the Manitoba, 
smokes a cigar and discourses upon 


the vagaries of chauffeurs, or Leader | 


| Borden’s chances in Quebec. The 
| dashing Beavers whispered to each 
other of the redmen skulking in the 
bush; told of tragedies whirling in 
the rapids; laughed jocundly at the 
| hard tack, culled corn and tallow, 
commenting on such luxuries as peas 
and pork. Sometimes they entertain- 
ed a guest, an attache of the Govern- 


ment sent out to the colony to re- | 


port. Then was the table heavy with 
venison haunches, beavers’ tails, pem- 
mican, and tongues of the buffalo. 
How they regaled the wondering 
stranger, these voyageurs with the 
bronzed faces and great, heavy voices 
of the wood! Time for the toaste— 
five the minimum, a rule of the club; 
the tinkling of the glasses mingles 
with the suave tones of the master; 
then the wail of a violin somewhere, 
and the gay company rings out with 
| the lilting songs, ‘“Malbrouk s’e1 va- 
| ten guerre,” or “A -la Claire Fon- 
taine.” - 

No club to-day in the Dominion was 
more exclusive than the Beavers. A 
man got in on his merits. The first 
test was unique; .the prospective mem- 
ber had to furnish proof that his trav- 
els had included an itinerary through 
the Northwest. Next the unanimity

that the applicant for admittance was 
desirable. Later in its Bory the 
Beavers confined the waiting- las to 
those who had mounted the various 
gtades in the service of the fur com- 
‘pany. Honorary members were some- 
atimes added to the list. The constitu- 
tion provided that all members in 
town Rea the date of the annual din- 
ner open—first Wednesday in Decem- 
ber. The gatherings often took place 
with great eclat at Fort William on 
Lake Superior.

LESSON

Text of the Lesson, Matt. xvii, 1-8, 14. 
20—Memory Verses, -1, 2—Golden 
Text, Matt. xvii, 6—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


We have but one lesson in this great 
chapter wuicn teils us of the trans. 
figuration, the cunuict anu victory fol- 
juwing, His death und resurrection 
again foretold and the little tish which 
brought the tribute money. Tne trans. 
figuration, like the lesson of last week, 
1s recorded by Mutthew, Mark and 
Luke and is in some respects the most 
remarkable event in the humiliation of 
our Lord. ‘The glory which” here 
shines forth for a iittie moment was 
ulways in Him, but, like the glory 
over the mercy seat between the cneru- 
bim in the hoty of holies, was conceal. 
ed by the veil which was typical of 
His body and which was reat in twain 
when He died on the cross (Heb, x, 20; 
Mutt. xxvii, 60, 61). As He spoke of 
His sufferings in last week’s lesson, 
He said that some of those present 
would see the glory of H.s kingdom 
before they died. 1 tnink I am safe 
in saying that, while both in the Old 
und New ‘Testamenis the glory is 
sometimes spoken of without men. 
tioning the sutferiug, we never ‘find 
the suiferings without the glory to en- 
courage us in the sufferings. This 
word about seeing the kingdom before 
they tied has been unnecessarily per. 
plexing to many, because tuey have 
hot noticed its connection with the ac. 
count of the transtigurauon which im- 
mediately follows in each of the gos- 
pels und in Murk und Luke in close 
counection, ‘Ihut Pever, one of the 
favored three, 80 understood it seems 
very clear from IL Pet. i, 16-18. Dr 
Scotield’s note upon this is so simple 
aud yet so full and conclusive that L 
quote it here; “Ine tran figuration 
scene contains in miniature. all the 
elements of the future kingdom in 
manites.ation—(1) ‘'he Lord, not in 
humiliation, but in glory (verse 2). 
(2 Moses, glorified, representative of 
the redeemed who have passed 
| through death into the kingdom (Matt, 
xii, 45; ¢. 1. Luke ix, ou, 31). (3) 
Kiijah, gloritied, representative of the 
Teueemed who have entered the king- 
}dom by translaion (I Cor. xv, 50-53; 
I Thess. iv, 14-17), (4) Peter, James 
jand John, not glorified, representa- 
tives (for the moinent) of Israel in the 
flesh in the future kingdom (Ezek 
XXXvii, 21-27), (5) The multitude at 
the foot of the mountain (verse 20), re. 
presentative of the nut.ons, who are 
to be brought inso the kingdom after 
it is established over Israel (Isa, xi, 
10-12), ete. 

Six or eight days after the saying of 
Matt. xvi, 28, Jesus took these hiss 
men, who were also with Him when 
| He taised to life the ruler’s daughter, 
and in Gethsemane and, as Luke tells 
us, went up into.a mountuin to pray, 
and it was as He prayed that He wus 
transfigured. The eight days of Luke 
certainly includt the six uf Matthew 
and Mark and give the extreme limit 
of the time intervening. His appear- 
unoe reminds us of Kev. i, 13-16, and 
of the assurance of I John ii, 2, that 
we shall be like Him. Tne more we 
consider this the more we shall be like 
Hum now, and it is so Nvcessary, for 
the world needs some manifcstation of 
His lite in these mortal bodies (11 
Vor, iv, 10, 11). It is most interesting 
to notice that the word translated 
| ““transfigured” is used only in this in. 
cident in Matthew and Maik and in 
two other places, Rom. xii, 2; II Cor. 
ni, 18, in the former being translated 
“transformed” and in the latter “are 
changed” and both bearing upon this 
| very point of likeness to Him now. A 
sight of Moses and E ijah, who had 
been absent from the earth, one about 
| 1.500 yeurs and the ot.er about 900, 
gives us a glimpse of the reality of the 
| unseen world. The topic of their con. 
versation (Luke ix, 31) shows us how 
great is the importance of the death of 
| Christ, the beneiits of which they had 
been in a measu.e enjoying, as on a 
promissory note, for so many c.n.urics 
and by virtue of which alone any one 
from earth can enter heaven. ‘The 
d.sciples were afraid, they were also 
heavy with sleep, and Peter talked, 
not knowing what He sail, and sug- 
gested muk.ng tabernacies for the 
j word Jesus and for Moses and Elijah, 
Then cume the bright cloud and over- 
shadowed them, and when it was past 
Jesus was found alone (Luke ix, 32-36) 

Out of the cloud came the voice of 
the Father, suying for the second time, 
“This is My beloved Son, in whom 1 
am well pleased,” but now He added, 
“Hear ye Him.” The disciples, being 
afraid, fell on their fuccs, but Jesus 
touched them and said, ‘‘Arise and be 
not afraid.” In the sleep and fear and 
foolish talk of the disciples see with 
what human weakness our Lord has 
always to deal, but in ‘His ‘Be not 
ifraid’”’ see the loving, compassionate 
Saviour with whom we have to do. 
Muy we ever remember tae words of 
Mark ix, 8, ‘They saw no man any 
more save Jesus only with them. 
selves.’ How very necessary it is 
that we should always see and hear no 
one but “Jesus only.” 

In verses 11-13 our Lord plainly says 
that the prediction of Malachi con- 
cerning Elijah must be fulfilled. John 
the Baptist, who came in the spirt 
amd power of Elijah, being rejected, 
as was also the Lord Jesus, Elijah 
must come as the herald of Christ at 
His second coming in glory, From 
every mount of privilege we come 
down to some fresh encounter with the 
great adversary the devil.

HOG RAISING IN ALBERTA 
Mr. Sorenson Tells How He Made Hog 
Raising a Successful 

Venture 
By N. K. Sorenson, Markerville, Alta. 
I use in my hog business eight acres 
of land bordeting upon the Medicine 
River. The slope towards the river is 
covered with brush, and the rest of 
the land is partly in native grass and 
partly seeded down with mixed

During the year the brood 
sows had 17 litters, totalling 138 pigs 
of splendid vitality farrowed as fol- 
lows: 8 litters in March, 6 in May and 
4 in August. I bought 65 half grown 
hogs for fattening between September 
llth and November 15th, 1909. In 
February last I had 35 pregnant sows 
and 2 boars; having sold altogether! 
207 head during the year. During! 
nregnancy the sows are fed on oats; 
otherwise barley is the staple grain 
ration. In my experience the young 
igs show less vitality when their 
fac have been fed largely on bar- 
ley. | 
Separate feeding yards are provided 
for the small pigs where they can al-| 
ways find barley, whole or ground,| 
and fresh buttermilk. It is very im- 

rtant to have the small pigs feed-| 
ing well when they are weaned, and, 
they should be fed liberally so as to 
keep a clean skin and a good appear- 
ance, without being fat. 
I start fattening the pigs when they! 
are 3 to 4 months old, and give them) 
all the barley chap they will eat and| 
any buttermilk which is not needed| 
for the small pigs. I feed regularly) 
three times every day but only what 
they will eat up clean. | 
The best size of pen is 12 feet by 10 
feet with a 12-foot trough and it gives 
room for ten hogs; larger pens and 
several hogs in each gives too much 
disturbance. The pens are cleaned 


| out daily and some bedding is placed 


in one corner of each. Hogs do not 
thrive well unless they are kept ab- 
solutely clean and the skin free from 
scurf. 

In order to secure the best results 
we must keep the hogs comfortable 
and treat them kindly. A hog so 
handled should gain on an average 
1% Ibs. per day from the day it is' 
farrowed until it is_5 months old, 
Beyond that age every pound of gain 
in weight costs more than under that 
age. My hogs have been in splendid 
health and I have not lost a single 
nig from disease. This I attribute to 
the open air, exercise and excellent! 
shelter afforded by the brush land sur. 
rounding my hog yard. It also pro-! 
vides shade in the summer for the} 
young pigs. | 

Of feedy stuffs, I used the equiva-, 
lent of 2,800 bushels of barley, or 134,- 
400 lbs., according to the formula; 6 
lbs. buttermilk, 1 Ib. oats, 1 1b. bar- 
ley. From this I have produced 29,- 
480 lbs. of hogs, using 4.56 Ibs. of 
burley per pound gained in the weight 
and thus realizing 71.3 cents per 
bushel after the principal items of 
expenditure, sueh as interest and de- 
preciation, are deducted. 

As to the value of the labor involv- 
ed, this becomes a matter of indi- 
vidual calculation ‘on farms where 
hogs are kept in conjunction with 
othersstock, but it seems to me that 
in my situation it is ensier to feed the 
barley to the pigs than haul it 14 
miles to the railroad station.

““And then the so-called ‘squaw’ 
races are demoralizing in the ex- 
treme. The white ladies who sit in 
the grand stand will not even call 
them women, — They are only 
“squaws,’ an?! as such are not en- 
titled to any réspect? Why do not 
some of these’ ladies get astride a 
cayuse and run a race? 

Every religious denomination 
that is trying to work among the 
Indians and induce them to lay 
aside their old heathen customs

W’GILL’S NEW SCHOOL. 
Medical Faculty Has a Fire Modern 
Home. 

When the 600 or more students in 
medicine of McGill ‘assemble fc: an- 
other year’s work in the autumn they 


will find the new $800,000 Medical 
Peculty Building prepared to receive 
em. 


It is pretty safe to say that none-of 
the universities of the world wil. at- 
ford its students and professors a 
more practically designed and com- 
plete honie for their avocations, 

As betits a modern medical training 
college, the ‘rst consideration of the 
builders has been hygienic. 

The vaulted passages and corridors 
are wainscotted , with white tiling, 
which finds pluce also “around doors 
and windows, where wooden mouldiag 
is usually employed. Where wood is 
used at all, it is old oak, echemically 
treated to resist fire. The lesson of 
the disastrous fire which destroyed 
the old building and its valuable 
museum has not been overlooked, 

The administration department and 
faculty room are on the McGill Col- 
lege avenue side of the building, and 
ure beautifully finished in oak. Ad- 
joining on the campus front are stu- 
dents’ libraries and reading rooms of 
equally suinptuous design and finish, 
the leaded windows bearing in. color- 
ed escutcheons names famous in medi- 
cal and surgical science from Aescul- 
apius and Galen down, 

There are two Mriking tablets also 
in the upper corridors, to the memory 
of G. 'l. Holmes, M.D., LLD., and 
R. P. Howard, M.D., LLD., both for- 
mer @:uns of the faculty, ~ 

The class rooms and smaller lecture 
rooms are on the campus front side on 
the three stories, 

The two. extensions, which run al- 
most close to the Royal Victoria Hos- 
pital, are devoted on the Avenue 
West side to pathology, chemistry 
and anatomy respectiveiy, Dentistry 
also finds a place on the ground floor, 
several demonstration and class 
rooms being devoted to that branch 
of the science, 

In the basement the subjects for 
dissection will be disposed in air- 
tight receptacles, and preserved by 
an alcoholic arrangemertt of greut 
practibility. An enclosed special ele- 
vator will convey subjects to the dis- 


secting room on the third story. These | 
arrangements are of peculiar interest, | 


and represent the latest word in ana- 
tomical education, 

The eastern extension is fitted up 
for. museum purposes, Its di.tin- 
guishing feature is a central lighting 
tower, surrounded by massiv> pillars. 
and low-tiled walls, with handsoine 
hatchments displaying the special 
coat of arms of the faculty. The two

ical specimens, 
Shepherd’s collection. 

These large apartments are at pres-

Admiral’s Long Career. 

One of the few Canadian officers of 
the British navy arrived recently in 
Montreal, where he was honored with 
the degree of LL.D. trom McGill Uni- 
versity. He is Admiral Sir Archibald 
Douglas, ‘Grand Commander of the 
Victorian Order and a K.C.B., since 
1902. He was born at Quebec in 1842, 
the son of George -Mellis Douglas, of 
that sity He was educated at Que- 
bec High School and as a boy of four- 
teen entered the navy as a midship- 
man on the ‘‘Boscawen,” flagship of 
the North America and West Indies 
squadron. He won rank successively, 
as follows: Lieutenant, 1861; comman- 
der, 1872; captain, 1880; vice-admiral, 
1901. Since 1907, he has been on the 
retired list. He served in the naval 
ade in Congo and Gambia in 1860 
and from 1873 to 1875 was director of 
the Japanese Imperial Naval College; 
he saw service in Egypt in 1884 and 
was commander-in-chief of the squad- 
ron in the East Indies in 1898 and 
1899; a Lord of-the Admiralty from 
1899 to 1902, commander-in-chief of the 
North Atlantic and West Indies squad- 
ron from 1902 to 1904, and commander 
at Portsmouth, 1904 to 1907. He held 
the honorary post of A.D.C. to the 
late Queen Victoria, is a Knight of 
the Tegion of Honor (France), 1st 
Class Rising Sun (apen), and Ist 
class, Order of Naval Merit (Spain), 
He has many friends in Canada,

Pennsylvania Dutch Throughout the 
Province Have a Prejudice Against 
Progressive Change, Which Evi- 
dences Itself Chiefly In Matters of 
Dress—Several Splits Have Taken 
Place on This Account. 


The province of Ontario possesses 
the purest typeof Cunadian people 
in Canada. Outside of the cities, there 
are few to be found who are not direct 
descendants of old Scotch, English or 
Irish settlers. Almost the only ex- 
ceptions are the settlements of Penn- 
sylvania Dutch who came across the 
border during the early colonization 


of the province and were among the | 


sturdiest pioneers who helped make 
Ontario what it is to-day. 

Nature made of them first of all, 
farmers. Their ancestors for centuries 
back had followed the pursuits of the 
soil, They are of the hard working 
brotherhood—whether from love of

The Old Mennonites are those who 
j adhere absolutely to the older cus- 
toms. The women wear only the 
plainest of tight fitting waists without 
collar or any adornment. A kerchief 
is worn about the neck and an apron 
of the same material as the dress 
completes the costume, Their head- 
covering is of net and is also made 
in the plainest style. 

This branch conducts its service in 
Dutch or Low German and will not 
permit Sunday school, revival or 
| testimonial meetings, and holds no 
religious service in the evening. Fun- 
erals in this and all other branches 
of the church must be conducted in 
the homes, as no corpse may cross the 
portals of the house in which they 
gently God.

Thig prejudice aguinst progressive 
change has been applied far more 
strictly to their mode of dress than in 
other habits of life. The men wear 
felt hats the year round—regardless 
of the cold of winter or heat of sum- 
mer, Their coats are plain and 
square cut. Their collars are seldom 
adorned with a tie, and their hair 
is cropped close to the back of the 
head squarely across, However, the 
men indulge in more 
dress than do their good sisters. 
While the women of other creeds 
may be slaves of fashion, each try- 
ing to outdo her neighbor in thp mat- 
ter of dress, a Dutch woman— 
whether she be Dunkard or Mennon- 
ite—does not vary her costume from 
that of her sisters. 

In obedience to the Scriptural man- 
date that woman shall not worship 
with uncovered head, they wear a 
covering of delicate lawn or net~as a 
symbol] of humility. This dainty cap 
is worn at morning prayer in their

}mand what is known as the second 
| Red River expedition in the following 
| year. He took his force from Ontario 
| through the wilderness in record 
| time, Upon the disbandment of the 
| force he became a permanent resident 
| of Winnipeg, und has always played 
a conspicuous part in its political and 
| municipal lifé. He was mayor in the 
| early ‘seventies, and was also elected 
to the local gislature. He retired 
to run as a Uonservative candidate 
against ~Bomaid—A> Smith trow—ford 
Strathcona, and in one of the most 
exciting and bitter election contests 
ever held in the Dominion over- 
whelmingly defeated at the polls Can- 
ada's present High Commissioner.
